Tbe problem of disappeared persons is perhape tbe 
most difficult one facing tbe Argentine government and 
people. In addition to tbe humanitarian aspect, there 
is a political dimension. Ultimately it can sfftf. 
be resolved by the Argentines themselves. At tbe 
same time, we will continue to use our influence directly 
and in international fbra to encourage the Go v er nment 
of Argentine to make available information it nay 
have to tbe families at missing persons. 

Tbe Depar t m en t of State has been in direct contact 
with Mr . Weinstein's parents. According to the Intent 
information from oar Ssbussy in Buenos Aires, a re g e e s t 
for informal ion was made to tbe Argentine foreign 
Office's Working Group on Kmsm Bights on Bov em ber 
26, 1900. However , this regnest has generated no 
information concerning Mr. Weinstein. Our Embassy 
wrxi r email: alert to cny information that may be co m e 
available and will keep you informed of significant 
developments .
